"eet. with a discount of 10 per cent if 
>ills are paid promptly. Every mem- 
>er of council voted for the franchise 
except Mr. McCormlck who would ex- 
press his preference for neither of the 
applicants, 
having 
already 
voted 
against the admission of natural gas 
to the city. 


Council was late la convening. The 
teople had been gathered in little 
:nots around city ball for an hour, 
[iscussing the situation, wondering 
whether the Coshocton company was 
acting in good faith and whetner 
jonncil would vote for it in prefer- 
nce to the Ohio Fuel & Sup ply.Con n- 
ilmen were hearing what Members 
:ugschwert and Wisenburg. who bad 
seen the leased wells of tbe local com- 
pany at Utica. had to say. and all was 
confusion. At length the word was 
iven, and cooncilmen took- their 
Jaces. Curfew was tolling tbe knell 
f a parting day legally done when 
•resident Weisner rapped for order. 
The chamber -was.p*cked with an in- 
terested, expectant throng of citizens 
bjtxwanteci natural gas- 
-"Thejzasfranchise is tbiT.are& bnsi- 
ess. .What is the will of council,'" 
asked President Weisner. 
'•I move the ruies be suspended and 
be franchise of tbe Coshocton Gas 
.ompany be placed on its second read- 
ng.-' said Mr. Johnson. 
E. W. James wanted to know what 
tie committee who bad gone to the 
ftica field to investigate tbe supply 
f the Coshocton company had to say. 
Mr. Johnson objected to outsiders tak- 
ing part in the meeting and keeping 
council until midnight. Mr. McCor- 
mick thought all outsiders should be 
heard and his sentiment prevailed by 
common consent. James proceeded to 
examine Mr. Wisenburg as to what 
the committee had seen and whether 
it had any knowledge of gas, pressure, 
etc."I submit. Mr. President, whether 
in all fairness we should be cross ex- 
amined in this way." interrupted 
President Sapp, of the Coshocton 
company. 
"This is a member of council and 


not one of your company wLo is being 
cross-examined," declared Mr. Powel- 
son and Mr. Sapp said no more. 
The examination went on until 
President Weisner interrupted with 
the statement that council was satis- 
fied with the committee's report. 
Captain James protested that as a 
citizen he bad a right to talk. Then 
Mr. Johnson began examining the at- 
torney, and a lively war of words fol- 
lowed. 
"I am not here to be examined.'' 
"Ton hive no right on the floor of 
this council," said Mr. Johnson. 


"I have-" 
"You have no such right without 
tbe consent of council."

These statements were reiterated 
and the confusion become so great 
that President Weisner rapped loodiy 
for order.
